Washington.—The Constitution of 


the United States provides that no 
bill of attainder shall isstfte against 
ttioy American citizen, but In this 
respect British subjects have not 
been, so fortunate. Bills of attain- 
der can be Issued In England 
against persons guilty of treason. 
When a person Is attainted it means 
that not only lie but his heirs for- 
ever are deprived of the right to 
bald honors and, In earlier days, 
attainder sometimes extended even 
to the right to hold property. 
In 


othet.words, a man guilty of treason 
was "almost Invariably executed, 
usually with 
Ignominy—such 
as 


drawing and quartering—and In ad- 
dition all of his children, while not 
suffering death, lost mbat' of tlieir 
rights. 


When the colonies of America de- 


clared their independence a prime 
tenet of the new political faith de- 
clared that all men were created 
equal' before the law. 
Therefore, 


It was provided that, no matter 
what treason a father might have 
committed and been punished for, 
the stigma could not legally.deprive 
his children of their. civil rights. 


When English noblemen were 


convicted of treason their titles fell 
Into abeyance. 
During the years 


there have'been many such cases. 
Usually, the crime of the attainted 
man has cast such a stigma upon 
his title and .dignities that his heirs 
have made-little effort to have the 
abeyance lifted by. the king, as it 
can be. 
Quite a number of an- 


cient and .important titles now lie 
under abeyance; .in. fact, no fewer 
than 62 were discovered by nn in 
vestigation into,.the matter con- 
ducted by a select committee of 
tbe house of lords on peerages In 
abeyance. 


Other Cauies of Attainder. : 


There may .be .other causes than 


attainder of treason for the abey- j 
ant status of a peerage but the 
lords' committee found'thar, of bar 
onies alone, 16 were the result of 
attainder. .The other cause of abey 
ance of a peerage is the death of 
the last peer with no son and -with 
two or mere daughters. ;Where 
there is a son, provided there has 
been no attainder, the title de- 
scends automatically. 
While Eng 


list law vests descent of a tffle in 
an eldest son it does not make such 
a "distinction Sn the case of an eld- 
est "daughter. 
'Where there is a 


single daughter and no son, that 
is, but one child and that a daugh- 
ter, her son, if any, would Inherit 
the title, but with two or more 
"daughters there is no single claim- 
ant recognized as having any auto- 
matic claim. 
The king must des 


Ignate who" Is to have'ifce tttft. , 
.. This raises interesting quest!o*». 
Arpeer's daughter is pretty likely 
to niarry a peer, especially so in for- 
mer times. Their chief heir would, 
as a.matter of fact, prefer to take 
his .father's, title rather than that 
of lis mother's father. 
To be sure 


there might well be exceptions to 
such a situation, but that is the 
usual experience. 


Then many coheirs spring up 


after a generation or so, frequently 
with plenty of titles in the family, 
so the abeyant title Is neglected and 
remains so because no one wants 
to take the trouble and go to the ex- 
pense to settle the matter. 
Now 


if absolutely all the coheirs die off. 
as sometimes happens, the single 
survivor, though he may be but a 
distant cousin, has a sound claim 
to the title, but must get it con- 
-firined. 
Also,..a coheir, ambitious 


for the title, sometimes succeeds in 
getting all his uncles and his cous- 
ins and 'his aunts to renounce all 
claims formally in his favor. This 
leaves him a clear field to apply. 
With no opposition from his own 
kin and with no other reason 
against it, the government will rec- j 
ommend .to. the king .that a new 
writ be issued confirming the title 
in tbe aspirant 


Of course it is much easier to 


get a title revived where the abey- 
ance is not due to attainder of trea- 
son of an ancestor. 


Dormant Titles. 


' There is a marked difference be- 
tween a title ia abeyance and dor- 
mant title, 
A dormant title is one 


the rightful holder of which has 
failed to clnini or make use of and 
who has been lost sight of. It is 
easier for this to happen than might 
s»em the case at first sight. Usu- 
ally the eldest son of a peer keeps 
fairly close track of his family af- 
fairs. 
But many peers have mfcny 


sons. 
Now take the case of. say. 


a third or fourth son. who ha? no j 
certain expectation of succeeding ; 
to the title-

or three brothers ahead of hi:n. or. i 
should his eldest brother, the h«*ir 
apparent, marry ami have n riijld, !

crick to a pool. 
These places are 
alright, but ha lf of the fun and re­ 
laxation of swim m ing 
is playing 
on the diving boards and watching 
others dive. 
Crowds of Circlcvillc young peo­ 
ple leave Circleville every day and 
night to swim at Chilicothe, La n­ 
caster and Columbus. They spend 
their 
money in those towns and 
make a da y’s 
trip in order 
to 
swim for a n hour. 
If 
Circleville 
should 
awaken 
from its letha rg y, and figure out 
why it is tha t Circleville ca n’t sup­ 
port a swim m ing pool, while every 
town in all directions has one if 
not more there would be business 
for stores tha t sell suits and caps 
there would be a sa fe place where 
children could pla y all afternoon, 
and money would be kept a t home.

Washington.—The Constitution of 
the United States provides that no 
bill of attainder shall issite against 
any American citizen, but In this 
respect British subjects have not 
been so fortunate. 
Bills of attain­ 
der 
can 
be issued 
In 
England 
against person.s guilty of trea.son. 
When a person is attainted It means 
that not only be but bis heirs for­ 
ever are deprived of the right to 
hold honors and. In earlier days, 
attainder sometimes extended even 
to the right to hold property. 
In 
other words, a man guilty of treason 
was almost 
Invariably executed, 
usually 
with 
ignominy—such 
as 
drawing and quartering—and in ad­ 
dition all of his children, while not 
suffering death, lost most of their 
rights. 
When the colonies of America de­ 
clared their Independence a prime 
tenet of the new political faith de­ 
clared that all men were created 
equal before the law. 
Therefore, 
It was provided that, no matter 
what treason a father might have 
committed and been punished for, 
the stigma could not legally deprive 
his children of tlieir civli'rights. 
When 
English 
noblemen 
were 
convicted of treason their titles fell 
Into abeyance. 
During the years 
there have been many such ca.ses. 
Usually, the crime of the attainted 
man has cast such a stigma upon 
his title and dignifies that his heirs 
have made little effort to have the 
abeyance lifted by the king, us it 
can be. 
Quite a number of an­ 
cient and Important titles now lie 
under abeyance; in fact, no fewer 
than 02 were discovered by an in 
vestlgntlon Into the matter con­ 
ducted by a select committee of 
the house of lords on peerages in 
abeyance. 
Other Causes of Attainder. 
There may be other causes tljnii ^ 
attainder of treason for the ahey- j 
ant status of a peerage hut the 
lords’ committee found that, of bar­ 
onies alone, 16 were the result of 
attainder. The other cause of abey­ 
ance of a peerage is the death of 
the last peer with no son and with 
two or mere daugliters. 
Where 
there Is a soti, provided there has 
been no attainder, the title de­ 
scends automatically. 
While Eng­ 
lish law vests descent of a title in 
an eldest son It does not make such 
a distinction in the case of an eld­ 
est daughter. 
A\’here there Is a 
single daughter and no son, that 
Is, but one child and that a daugh­ 
ter, her sou, ff any, would Infierit 
the title, hut with two or more 
daughters there Is no single cluJ m- 
ant recognized as having any auto­ 
matic claim. 
The king must des­ 
ignate who Is to have the UUe. 
This raises Interesting quesftoiiM. 
A peer’s dnugliter Is pretty likely 
to marry a peer, especially so In for­ 
mer times.

there might well he exceptions to 
such a situation, hut that is the 
usual exjierleiice. 
Then many coheirs spring up 
iifier a generation or so, fre(|uently 
with plenty of titles In the family, 
so the abeyant title is neglected and 
remains so because no one wants 
to take the trouble and go to the ex­ 
pense to settle the matter. 
Now 
if absolutely all the coheirs die off. 
as sometimes happens, the single 
survivor, though he may he hut a 
d'staut cousin, has a sound claim 
to the title, hut must get it con­ 
firmed. 
Also, a coheir, nmhltlous 
for the title, sometimes succeeds in 
getting all his uncles and his cous­ 
ins and his aunts to renounce all 
claims formally In his favor. 
This 
leaves him a clear field to apjily. 
With no opposition from his own ! 
kin and 
with 
no other reason 
against It, the government will rec­ 
ommend to the king that a new 
writ be Issued continuing the title 
In the aspirant. 
Of course It Is much easier to 
get a title revived where the abey­ 
ance is not due to attainder of trea­ 
son of an ancestor. 
Dormant Titles. 
There Is a marked difference be­ 
tween a title la abeyance and dor­ 
mant title. 
A dormant title Is one 
the rightful holder of which has 
failed to claim or make use of and 
who has hf'en lost sight of. It Is 
easier for this to hapjten tlmn might 
seem the case at first sight. 
Usu­ 
ally the eldest son of a peer keeps 
fairly close track of his family af­ 
fairs. 
But many peers have many 
sons. 
Now take the case of, say. 
a third or fourth son, who has no 
certain expectaiion of succeeding 
to the title. 
He ktiows he has two 
or three brothers ahead of him, or, 
should his eldest brother, the heir 
apparent, marry and have a child, 
and also the otlwr older hrothers, 
there might conceivably be a dozen 
or more lives between him and the 
title. 
Life has many vicissitudes and It 
Is far from an unexperienced cir­ 
cumstance for all the Intervening 
lives to disappear.

bringing up of a little child. 
God is good In 


sending these blessed gifts. It Is our joy to help 
them to health and vigor. 


If I can lighten the burdens and anxieties 


of the mothers of tiny babies, I am fortunate, 
indeed. It is a rare privilege and 1 appreciate it 


Hot weather brings many worries and re- 


sponsibilities for the mothers. They must guard 
their own lives, but what means far more to 
these good women, is that they must guard these 
precious infanta. 


Summer time is trying to the baby. It brings 


conditions which are themselves depressing to 
the child, but also the heat is liable to damage 
the food. 
When this is the least bft contam- 


inated, then there really is trouble. 


Sometimes the term "intestinal indigestion," 


or "summer complaint," is given to one of the 
hot weather ailments of little babies. They may 
be very mild attacks hardly noticed perhaps, or 
severe. 


This is the season when the fraul baby has a hard time. It does 


not resist conditions which would not disturb a stronger child. 
a youngster must be given unusually-^-
